By C. YATES MCDANIEL 
Nanking, Sept. 21 (AP> —My wife 
and I took possession of the vacated 
United States embassy in this China 
capital Monday night. 
The embassy staff has transferred 
to the American patrol boat, Luzon. 
to move up river to Wuhu. 
Japanese 
air raiders, sweeping 
over the city this morning to attack 
central government buildings, drop­ 
ped bombs near our home, in a 
dangerously exposed arca—so we de­ 
cided to move. 
Mrs. McDaniel and I talked it over 
and decided we would remain so 
long as there Is any vestige of com­ 
munications with the outside world 
Mrs. McDaniel is a Japanese-born 
American girl who has .spoken Japa­ 
nese from infancy. She also has a 
broad knowledge 
of 
far eastern 
affairs and is staying with me to 
help Inform the outside world of 
the heightening crisis herr*. 
We have Ignored the urgent pleas 
of American and Chinese friends to 
escape before the storm breaks. Thev 


expect momentarily that the Japa­ 
nese will fulfill their threat to bomb 
the seat of Chinese government. 
And they expect no mercy. 
Mrs. McDaniel and i returned to 
Nanking from North 
China only 
eight days ago. Our tortuous route 
took us by automobile 
from 
the 
north to Shanghai, and 
then 
up 
here. 
We made the final part of the 
trip from Shanghai at night in an 
ambulance which was forced to run 
without headlights because Japanese 
air bombers aimed at it the whole 
way.
